' Austin Elmore, nationally known 
automotive test engineer, made the 
run May 20, at 2:30 p. m. before 
thousands who thronged the high 
way from -start to finish. Th<_ 
road was ' controlled during the 
climb by U. S. forest rangers, Los 
Angeles county playground offi­ 
cials and members of the staff o. 
Wrightwood resort. District U. S. 
Forest Ranger John Kaye acted as 
timer and Paul O'Shea, U. S. for­ 
est ranger number 22, officiated 
as traffic control officer. Elmores 
time for the 15.3 miles was offi­ 
cially set at 16 minutes and' 53 
seconds.

This particular mountain climb 
was selected because of the long 
gradual ascent for the first 13 
miles and the sudden elevation for 
the remaining two plus. The grade 
for the 13 miles averages between 
7. and. 12 per cent with many 
stretches of 14 and 16 per cent. 
The remaining two miles of the 
run rise at the rate of 19. per cent 
off a tricky hair-pin turn.

In the mid-afternoon, when the 
climb was made, the atmosphere 
was at its lightest thus making 
the sudden elevation a greater 
test of the Ford V-8's carburetion 
and climbing qualities in high 
gear.
